SOME RESOLUTIONS. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Canton, Jan, 12. 

Over 100,000 people participated 
jin the demonstration and parade 
against oxtrolity yesterday after- 
noon in Canton, This huge gather- 
ing was to have been ‘presided ‘over 
‘by General. Chen Ming ‘Shu, ‘but 
owing to business he was not able 
to attend. Conaequently Mr. Po 
Liang Chu, head of the Propaganda ; 
Department of the Canton Kuomin- 
tang, took the chait and delivered 
‘the opening speech. Practically all 

the high officials. of the local regime 
were present, and among the othor 
organizations taking part in the 
affair were the merchant guilds, 
labour unions, the Chinese Overseas 
‘Association, and the Canton Legal 
Practitioners Association. All the 
schools, universities and’ colleges in 
‘the city also took part. These de- 
‘monstratora carried flags and ban- 
wera on which slogana were written. 
. Following were the, resolutions 
passed at the big gathering:—(1) 
‘That a circular telegram be sent to 
the different. cities throughout 
China, urging them to stage similar 
antt extrality demonstrations and 
parades i in support of the Nanking 
Government; that the Central Gov- 
ernment be asked to seyer relations, 
with ‘any foreign “country which 
dared to go against the abolition 
of extrality, The people of Kwang-, 
tung will be solidly behind any 
“action which Nanking may take in 
this, regard: (3) that the Central 

Government be asked .tq resort to 

revolutionary, methods and at once 
- declare that all the lopsided 

treaties, with foreign countries are 
abolished; (4). that a circular. cable- 
gram be sent to all the overseas 
‘CHinese asking them to stage similar 
anti-extrality demonstrations in 
support of. Nanking: (5) that, the 
Central Government be asked to 
take steps 6 recover Macao.

What ig meant hy 
this 1” What batking is suggested 
for these notes! 

Every reliable currency ig backed 
either by cold‘ or ‘ailver; Ours ig 
hased ‘on silverand we cannot blink 
our eyes té the fact. Any attempt 
tos"evade this and maintain our 
dollar at an artificial leve] cai only 
bring’ into play oan additional 
clement of uncertainty, to hamper 
our trade still more, It ig had 
enouzh to contend with the vagaries 
of silyer-without introducing a fur- 
ther speculative factor, in having a 
fluctuating premium ow notes which 
hears no relation to their silver 
hacking. " :

POLICE KILL TWO ROBBERS: 


“ ONE CAPTURED, 


Two European police officers were 
wounded and two Chinese gangsters 
shot dead in o pistol battle which 
was fought out in. ao Singapoxp 
suburb on January a. The follow- 
ing account of the affair is reprint | 
ed from the Straits Times, 

The resistance put up by the gang 
was one of the most desperate in the 
annals of the Singapore Police, and | 
the inspectors and detectives: con- 
cerned showed great courage in a 

most dangerous situation, 

The story starts ‘with om urgent 
telephone message received at the 
Detective ‘Station at about, six 
o'clock the previous evening giving 
information of a proposed raid by 
a robber gang. Inspectors Byrde

They had barely taken up_ their 
positions. when a car answering to 
the description supplitd was. scen 
coming along, Outram Road. On 
reachjng ‘the junction it was held 
up by the traffic constable and the’ 
police parties. approached from 


either side. The gangsters realised 
that they were caught in an‘ambush 
and immediately opened firs on tho 
police ‘with automatic pistols, 


The two inapectors at once return. 
ed the fire, but the robbers, being in 
the car, were in the more advan- 
tageous position, and Inspector 
Byrde fell with a shot through the 
thigh, while Inspector MeIntosh col- 
lapsed with. a shot through his 
neck, The. latter officer continued 
to fire, however, until the six cham- 
bers of his weapon were empty, 
The detectives valso brought their 
weapons, into, action and. a hot ex- 
change of shots was maintained. 

Gangsters Leave Oar, 

Eventually the gangsters, 
were four in number, jumped out 
of the car, One of ‘them dashed 
along Havelock Road, but he was 
mortally wounded and he dropped 
within a few yards, to be found 
déad dater,.with a bullet wound in 
his chest, 

» Another man ran in the direction 
of Kim Seng Road, but was track- 
ied and captured by the detectiver.’ 
The’ two remaining. men got away, 
and at the time both were supposed 
to -have escaped. The Chinese 
driver of the robbers’ car was shot 
in the thigh and is now detained i in 
‘| hospital, 

An ambulance was quickly , sum- 


McIntosh and the wounded ‘driver 
were rushed to the General, Hos- 
pital. 

The following morning” was it 
discovered, that the police had had 
a third success. Shortly after nine 
a.m."a Sikh watchman employed in 
the vicinity found the dead body 
of a Chinese on a piece of vacant 
land at ‘Alexandra’ Road, ‘about 
fifty yards from the scene of the 
battle. The body had mo less than. 
.cight. bullet wounds, and ‘it ‘is 
astonishing that -the» robber man- 
aged to run ag far ag he did. 


Pistols and Daggers Found. 


By the man’s body was a large 
automatic pistol containing ‘six 
empty. shells and four live rounds 
were in his pockets, Another auto- 
matic was found on the robber who 
was found dead the previous eyen- 
ing, and three daggers were also 
found. One ‘dead man was 1 Hokien 
and the other a Cantonese. Their car 
; ia believed to haye been hired from 
a garage in South Bridge Road. 

One of the four gangsters is still 
at large, ond" Police investigations 
are Proceeding vigorosuly. 

Both the European officers are 
reported to be making satisfactory 
progress. Inspector Eyrde hos a

‘Per cent, of putts at two yards on 
a good green, but if the range, is 
increased to five or six yards and 
the machine is correctly adjusted, 
a-large proportion of the putts 
miss the hole by an inch or so on 
either side, 

It is contended with’ unanswer- 
able logic that if a machine cannot 
he depended on to hole putts of this 
length consistently in avhole of 4} 
inchés diameter, it is. unreasonable 
tu expect a human being to do 
so, Many golfers.who have studied 
the question ‘consider that, the hole 
should be such”a size that o putt 
fiom five or aix yards on an average 
gicen should be holed every time 
if it is accurately struck and, the
